MR. ALDERMAN LAMB. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. } 


AG T HILST we are amongst the Josephs (not typical, but baptismal) 
I 4 we must perforce give a few moments’ attention to one of the 

most conspicuous of this class in the Council, viz., Mr. Alderman 
Joseph Lamb, whose amiability and simplicity of character make him a 
general favourite, not only in the Council, but in the inconsiderate world 
outside. The simplicity of which we speak is allied, however, with a large 
amount of shrewdness. The Alderman will receive a statement with a bland 
outside acquiescence, which by no means indicates its absorption into his 
system; on the contrary, it has to undergo a process in the alembic of the 
Alderman’s mind, and may not escape scorching therein, leaving but a 
residuum of worthless ashes and dust. Of irony or sarcasm the worthy 
Alderman has not a scintilla; if he has, he must either keep them for 
private consumption or be too good natured to use them in public against 
his colleagues. Anyone less scrupulous adopting ammunition of the sort, 
Mr. Lamb appears always to regard more in sorrow than in anger. His 
fights are against principles, never against individuals. In defending his 
religions sentiments, this mildly-mannered gentleman can sound the war- 
whoop like a Mohican, and off goes the scalp of the other redskin 
who has ventured on the attack. Touch his Church, or but the hem 
of that Church’s garment, and Mr. Lamb will doff his own skin and assume 
the lion’s hide. With quivering lip, and glistening eye, and voice raised 
as in recitation of a pugnacious psalm, the worthy Alderman will then 
down with his vizor and up with his Ebenezer, and the Cathedral Jebusites, 
and also the Hivites, will have a very serious time of it. Say against him- 
self personally all you care to do, all you can possibly do, he is indifferent 
to your criticisms; but let the sacred ark of his principles alone, or take 
the consequences, for, by Jingo, if you do, he’s got the pluck, he’s got the 
Voice, he’s got the vigour, too. 

Probably because under these denominations few people would under- 
stand them, Mr. Lamb is known in the Council as ‘‘ Fideor defensi et lumen 
eeclesiae’’—the former part of the title as a delicate allusion to his functions 
88a churchwarden, and the latter as emblematic of his position as chair- 
man of the Gas Committee. As churchwarden some melancholy lotos- 
eaters in this city had got it into their freshly-laid heads that Mr. Lamb 
could manage the Dean; whilst the Dean had no objection to the prevalence 
of hallucinations of the sort, as it enabled him to shake a loose leg in safety. 
“Let us be comfortable,” said the Alderman to the Dean. “By all 
means,” responded that guileless dignitary ; ‘‘ suppose you make a start.” 
And so the Alderman started, and the go-cart has been bowling along ever 
since; and no one is any the wiser, and the Dean has been, or supposed 
to have been, “ managed” like Mr. Rarey managed “Cruiser;” only, to 
render the present analogy exact, we must regard “Cruiser” as carrying 
oon about in his mouth. And so the Alderman has “managed” the 


Mr. Lamb has been for so short a time the leader of the Gas Committee 
that his illuminating power has scarcely yet been ascertained ; but all 
that honest endeavour and strict integrity can effect may be guaranteed 
tder his chairmanship. He has an excellent team, with enough of 
independent force to make the handling of the ribbons no sinecure; and 
if the deputy-chairman has now and again to jump down and “run to 

ir heads,” perhaps he is only discharging a congenial duty. Bear ye 
one another’s burdens ! 

The only strain of blood-thirstiness in the Alderman’s composition is 

antagonism to the suffrage for spinsters and the mode in which 








metaphorically he has unsuccessfully chivied Miss Becker up and down 
this city. Agile as a Chasseur de Vincennes or a Zouave, he has 
harassed the ladies in their quest for justice with a pertinacity worthy of 
a better cause ; the ladies have never known where to have him. Like 
the Irish soldier who, by himself, took three prisonerg by surrounding 
them, so the Alderman has encompassed the Becker legion singly and 
alone ; his firing—now eccentric, now concentric—has baftled all com- 
putation, and his stern-chasers have done much execution. In his 
campaigns against women’s suffrage, Mr. Lamb has been merciless, 
pitiless. To say that he spares neither age nor sex, is a weak and mandling 
treatment of the subject. Mr. Lamb argues with the poet, that “ Man is 
man and master of his fate,” and that having been at the top of the tree 
so long, he should not be dislodged even by sweet girl graduates when 
they come of age pulling at his legs. Mr. Lamb is understood to argue 
that freedom and shedom are not convertible terms; and in the sustenation 
of this argument we learn that the worthy Alderman enjoys the partizan- 
ship of his wife, who ought to know something about it. The ladies may 
do almost anything with Mr. Lamb if they will abstain from their suffrage 
nonsense. He adores the sex when they are quiescent; descanting on 
their abundant attractions and virtues, his face shines with suppressed 
emotion, and on occasions even blushes into ecstacy. - His demeanour 
expresses towards the ladies as much disarmament as the Peace 
Society could desire. He becomes a shorn Lamb to whom the wind must 
be tempered, a Samson clipped and having ever a simpering smile lambent 
about his jawbones. Let the ladies leave him alone, and he will return 
the compliment as far as may become a man and a Lamb and a brother, 
‘For man is man, and master of his fate.” But if Miss Lydia Becker 
will persist in trying to wrench the pillars of society asunder, and unscrew 
the hinges of our social system, there is, at least, one man in England left 
whose brand excalibre will always be very much at her service. Indeed, 
an unsparing, but withal, warm-hearted Alderman ! 


THE COST OF THE ZULU WAR. 

Qe 8 it realised at home’’—-says a correspondent—“ that this miserable 

business is rapidly assuming the dimensions of the Crimean War? 

Indeed, it has already, in some respects, outgrown these. Its costli- 
ness is stupendous. There are already in the field 30,000 men. The roads, 
for the most part, do not deserve the name. Oxen teams are procurable 
to the frontier. Beyond that, contractors neither venture their beasts, 
nor drivers and leaders their skins. Towards the making up of the huge 
column which the Second Division requires, I cannot discover that one 
dozen drivers and leaders have engaged themstlves. How to get cattle, 
how to feed them when the grass is burnt at the end of June, and how to 
convey provender for the cavalry, are among the problems that are filling 
many hearts with apprehension. The horse disease, the curse of South 
Africa, has also appeared among the cavalry. The Dragoons have lost 
three horses in twenty-four hours. Great precautions have been taken to 
prevent the animals from eating wet grass.” Where this is to end, and 
what will be the price of the victory which has yet to be won, it is utterly 
impossible to calculate. The probable cost of two millions, so lightly 
alluded to by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, has a suspicious look, and 
we have an idea that somehow or other he dropped or lost a cypher in his 
reckoning. Now, a cypher may mean nothing when placed by itself, or 
very little more than nothing when placed immediately behind a decimal 
point, but a cypher dropped out of a quantity of kindred figures which are 
used to denote millions, means a great deal more than the renewal of a 
small bill until next year, as the Liberal Government and the taxpayers of 
the nation will experience when the Tory system of truckling to the strong 
and bullying the weak shall have passed into history.

a T is perfectly astonishing how some people make haste to publish 

their own folly. A little while ago, a person bothered Mr. Gladstone 
about tree-cutting, now another takes him to task for hoping the 
Chureh of England would progress in her missionary work, and all round 
the land there appears to be a conviction in the minds of every Quixotic 
newspaper reader, that whenever and wherever the right honourable 
gentleman makes a speech containing sentiments above their apprehension, 
or too refined for their appreciation, it is their duty and privilege to write 
to him and set him right, according to their notions. Very likely this 
letter-writing nuisance is perpetuated by the people who wish to obtain an 
autograph letter from the right honourable gentleman, and not by people 
who idolise him, and therefore cannot refrain from unburthening their 
minds whenever he shall grieve them, or, still more remotely, by those 
who think they see in the right honourable gentleman’s speeches some 
item inimical to their soul’s peace, and yet are unwilling to believe that go 
great a man can differ from themselves if he only knew their opinions, and 
so they determine he shall know their surprise, grief, and disappointment 
that he had not asked them what he should say. We are bound to say 
that not one of Mr. Gladstone’s numerous inquisitors hag appeared to 
understand that he speaks plain English, and that he does not talk bellicose 
rubbish, nor equally ignorant twaddle about imaginative art. A profound 
scholar and linguist, speaking Greek with the purest accent of Attica, and 
French and Italian with like proficiency, surely even an English Roman 
Catholic might trust him for speaking without casuisty, and, hoping with- 
out bigotry, that the Church of England should prosecute her Home 
Mission work with vigour and success. The slightest reference to the 
calendar of crime will satisfy either a Roman Catholic or any other pro- 
fessing Christian, or even un-Christian, that all the churches in England 
put together have not made a very sensible impression upon the people 
yet. A little further inquiry will show that if every church, and chapel, 
and school, were filled with devout worshippers, there would still be 
above ninety per cent of the people left outside. With this huge 
body of the heathen at home, an English Roman Catholic may far more 
usefully spend his time than in writing letters instructing the ex-Premier 
as to the subject matter of his speeches. But it is to be feared there is a 
certain amount of puerility as well as impertinense in these letters to Mr. 
Gladstone, which, perhaps, a few vigorous replies such as those usually 
obtained from Mr. John Bright, would probably cure. If Mr. Gladstone 
were to strike out in the manner he did to Mr. Chaplin, two years ago, 
and tell a letter-writer, aged about forty, that ‘when he got to maturity 
he would understand things better,” we should see some improvement in 
both the number—for fewness—and character—for common-sense—of the 
letters to the first statesman of modern times.

{jc HE advent of her sixtieth birthday by Her Majesty the Queen, on 
rs }} Saturday last, has called up a few remarks by those statistical 
gentlemen who are always on the look-ont for an opportunity of 
letting off their arithmetic in public, in the form of a tabular statement of 
the various ages of certain defunct monarchs by way of comparison.

RECOLLECTIONS OF A PEDESTRIAN TOURIST. 
No. 2. 


SOFT and sunny morning! Yesterday’s clouds have lifted, for the 

time, at least, and for some hours we may ramble, We are loitering 

beside the Dee, not far from the Swiss Cottage above Llangollen. 
With what exquisite enjoyment we breathe the sweet fresh air! What 
conscious vigour animates us as we saunter on discussing our plans, and 
anticipating our pleasures. The blue sky, flicked with snowy clouds, 
expands above in serenest purity, unsullied by the least atom of smoke: 
the grass spreads bright and green beneath our feet; the trees wave 
gently in the quiet air; and, below us there, “the River Dee (not ‘ silvery,’ 
indeed, but certainly not foul) his tumbling billows roll with gentle rore.’ 
(Sic rore.— Fairy Queen.”) The ancient and sacred stream tempts our. 
profane limbs, and, choosing a suitable spot, we plunge, and revel in the 
dark waters. But, alas! our enjoyment may be keen, but it cannot long 
be sentimental. What portentous uproar assails my ear? I'am out in 
nearly mid-stream. I turn, and see that the hero of the bandbox is again 
in trouble. It seems, that having launched out boldly on his back, as 
usual, he had ventured some considerable distance, as he thought, but, in 
reality, had merely rambled over a somewhat irregular circle, swimming 
as a water rat is said to do. He was startled to find himself close 
beneath the bank that he had started from; but a few yards down the 
river. Hurriedly and fallaciously arguing that, so close in shore, the 
water must be shallow, he put down his feet, and discovered, not the locus 
standi of his hopes, but a hole in the rocky bed of the river, some seven 
or eight feet in depth, into which he perpendicularly descended. He 
fitted it very neatly, and, consequently, stayed there for a moment. A 
flounder, however, released him, and coming, like a liberated fall-tap, to 
the surface, he vented his tribulation in gasping howls. Another attempt, 
to which our roars of laughter incited him, met with better success. He 
found the bottom, left the water, and scrambled up the bank, whither the 
rest of us soon followed him, all the better for the bathe, and capitally 
“ve-acted” by the fright. 

Iam afraid we had but little sympathy with the smaller fry of misfor- 
tunes. The intrusion of a fly into our optics, a slip on a grassy bank, or 
as happened to the writer, a facilis descensus into the basin of a water- 
fall, were subjects of merriment alone, and not at all of sorrow, though 
the last recited incident was, emphatically, a case of coming to grief. A 
misfortune happened here, however, which we all sincerely regretted ; and 
which, but for the sufferer’s indomitable pluck would have spoiled our 
holiday. As one of our party was dressing, he was surprised to see blood 
streaming from his foot ; and still more, to find across the great toe joint 
4 gash of an inch and a half in length. He had cut it on a point of rock, 
while striking out from the bank, but had felt no pain whilst in the water. 
We staunched the bleeding as well as we were able, and returned to Llan- 
gollen, walking easily; but with that foot, after only one day’s rest 
our friend walked on as though the accident had not occurred; and, 
bearing in mind the nature of the country, the state of the roads, and the 
length of our stages, his doing so was to my thinking a decided feat of 
courage and endurance. 

Everyone who visits Llangollen visits also (or, at least, should visit) 
Valle Crucis Abbey, Eliseg’s Pillar, and Castell Dinas Bran. Being at 
Llangollen we did so, and there is no need to say much more about it. 
All are interesting and venerable, and the abbey is beautiful as well. But 
1am not writing an itinerary, and must crave the reader’s pardon if, in 
tccordance with my original design, I proceed to other scenes, even though 
uy procedure be at times elliptic and per saltum. 

It is surprising how few pedestrians know, even by name, the stupendous 
“Pass of the Cross,” which leads from Bala to Dinas Mawddwy. Our route 
took us over it; and never shall we forget its grand sublimity. Less 
mugged, perhaps, than the well-known Llanberis Pass, its dimensions are 
more gigantic, and its loneliness more awful. At its northern end lie the 
beautiful lake and the sweet little village of Bala. We entered Bala from 
Corwen in the afternoon. The day had been alternate sun and shower, 
but the former had, at last, prevailed ; and we saw Bala at its best. And 
very sweet and peaceful the little place looked, as it lay embowered in 

e, and bathed in the golden sunshine. Like Barmonth, it has some- 
Vhat of a foreign aspect, from the Corwen Road, at least. Both are 
curiously unlike an ordinary Welsh or English village. 

We stayed at the Bull's Head, @ quiet, old-fashioned, rambling place 
vere we were excellently entertained, at a most reasonable rate; and 
tajoyed as pleasant a time as any part of our holiday. A most appetizing 








tea; a zealous rubber of strict whist (for we played the game, and did not 
play at playing it, as the manner of some is), and, in the morning, a 
breakfast which would have imparted courage to a “ native ally,” and 
endurance to an arm-chair geographer. And then, before we left the 
house, our friend of the bandbox and the river discoursed eloquently to 
us on the very tolerable piano, which stood, and, I hope, still stands, in 
the large dining-room. It was pleasant to sit there, with the open window 
admitting the morning sunlight, the fresh brisk air of the lake and the 
mountains, and the country sounds of the grassy village street; while, 
within, the room was melodious with the Rhine Watch or the Men of 
Harlech, to which our pulses throbbed in sympathy. We often sat thus 
and listened—sometimes as the light of evening faded from the hills, and 
the stars emerged into the placid sky; sometimes in the drowsy after. 
noon ; and-sometimes in the morning, ere the hour required us to resume 
our march. AsI now sit in Manchester, looking out on dingy buildings, 
and the grey and smoky sky, the hours we spent thus recur to me as the 
happiest recollections of our pleasant wanderings. Perhaps our enjoy- 
ment of them was so keen, and our sense of it so deep and lasting, because 
of our intense mutual sympathy; and because our friend’s varying strains 
always seemed to express, and identify themselves with, the emotion of 
the hour.

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TEETOTAL ELECTORS. 


yi MOVEMENT is on foot among the teetotalers to refuse support to 
C any Liberal candidate who will not pledge himself to vote for the 

Permissive Bill, or some other measure that shall include full power 

of popular veto over the issue of licenses. This movement is one of most 

serions importance, and one of very doubtful utility also. There can be 

no two opinions about the huge evils arising from indulgence in intoxica- 

ting drinks, and there can be no two opinions that the nations of the 

Continent are infinitely better off than us in that respect, and after these 

admissions are made by all speakers and writers, the difficulties of the case 

nre at once arrived at. “‘ Remove the temptation,” say the tectotalers, ‘‘and 

the evils will cease; but wo are compelled to say that in the limited trials 
that have been made of that experiment, the results have not justified the 

expectation. Now, the most intense admirer of teetotal principles must 
admit this fact, and, when admitted, how can he justify the measures of 
political coercion, and political suicide, with which the teetotelers threaten 
the Liberal party. Every temperate man must sympathise with the objects 
of the Alliance party to the extent of strongly desiring the advent of the 
time when sobriety and order shall reign where is now drankenness and 
riot. And every sober man must further admit that if there were fewer 
places for the sale of drink there would be greater difficulty in getting 
drink, and probably more sobriety, but this latter proposition is by no 
means proved, ner even beyond the pale of serious doubt. But supposing 
it is trne, what price should we have to pay—as u nution—foy the accommo- 
dation? It is impossible to fully answer the question, but as stepping 
stones towards a conclusion, we may remark that whereas beerhouses are 
places of meeting for working men during their evenings, and song-singing, 
conversation, and beer-drinking are the chief attractions, the public-house 
is largely a place where commercial men meet customers, appoint other 
meetings, and generally talk over their business relations, as well as use 
them for lodging-houses. Nothing of that sort can be said in favour of 
vaults. It is probable they are purely drunkeries, without one spark of 
benefit attaching to their existence. If this estimate of the comparative 
uses of the three classes of drink shops with which we are provided be a 
just one, every thoughtful man must see how great is the barrier to the 
passage of any Bill which would place the ownership of these houses 
upon a foundation of the utmost insecurity, and probably cause the vilest 
electioneering trickery which has ever been practised, to be resorted to 
for their maintenance. The teetotalers do not appear to examine 
the causes of the comparative sobriety of the Continental nations. 
They have not fewer places for the sale of drink than we have, yet 
drunkenness is so little known in France that it is not a crime at all to be 
drunk there. A drunken man is merely taken to the police station and 
kept until he is sober, and then liberated. |The reason of the sobriety of 
the French is that it is nearly impossible to get drunk there, the liquors 
being too weak, and not much fermented. British beer and spirits could 
be reduced to the condition of Continental drinks, and as the tastes for 
intoxicants is an acquired one, the public would soon get into their use, as 
they have done into the use of the present deleterious beverages. On the 
other hand, if the present houses of public resort were closed, and no 
means of conviviality provided in their stead, it is most likely we should 
have riots and public disturbances of a serious character, and open 
drunkenness of most disgraceful type. ~The teetotalers do not see that 
drunkenness is a species of disease, which must be cured by a long course 
of social medicine, and cannot be amputated like a diseased limb. These 
ideas are held by men of the largest political experience and the loftiest 
private character. Mr. Bright and Mr. Gladstone share them, and they 
surely will be credited with a strong desire to make the people both sober 
and virtuous. Now, then, in what way might the teetotalers vary their 
programme so as to put forward a scheme more practical, and likely to be 
acceptable to the bulk of the people? Could they not propose a reduction 
of the alcoholic strength of liquors to the standard of the French? Could

These political hobby-horses are the 
patent medicines of politics—nostrums sure to cure everybody, but never 
curing the men who believe inthem. Take this Alliance nostrum aga 
sample. Its friends believe it powerful enough to cure the national 
intoxication, and yet this very belief so intoxicates its friends that no 
political virtues, unaccompanied by the prohibition mania, are sufficient to 
secure the teetotal vote. If the temperance party desert the Liberal 
party, whatever the promises made to them are like, they as certainly put 
themselves into the camp of the Bible and bottle party as that the sun 
shines. The storm of teetotal fary is at present only gathering, and may 
after all be spent by disunion, but at Liverpool, the ‘‘ Teetotal 800” haye 
issued their manifesto, and advised their friends to the suicidal holocaust, 
but we hope their friends will have more sense, and see their real interest 
with clearer eyes. Let every voter make up his mind as to the measnres 
politically practicable, then steadily pursue them by legitimate means, 
and not by fiasco tricks. Be assured that airing crochets is a sure prelude 
to defeat; that defeat is worse than not trying at all in some cases, and 
that defeat is sure in all cases for which there is no real public demand, 
Sobriety is a very great public need, but shorter Parliaments, better 
distribution of electoral power, and even a revision of the relations of the 
representatives to their constituents, are measures that must precede any 
strong measure against the drink laws, and the men who cannot see these 
gradations of changes necessary, may properly be likened to him that 
attempts to ascend a ladder by stepping on the middle round first.

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SMOKE AND PHILIPS PARK. 


oF HE following sensible letter was addressed to the Manchester City 
News of last week :— 

“One word upon this subject. The enterprising proprietors of Bradford 
Ironworks circulate thousands in money, by means of which thousands of 
people are housed, clothed, and fed. In doing this, they are said to 
deteriorate the vegetation of Philips Park, which I am far from believing. 
If there are manufacturing delinquents they are in the copper and not in 
iron. The Corporation of Manchester however, I understand, think 
differently, and are collecting evidence for a great legal warfare against 
the proprietors of the ironworks. Assuming, however, that the vegetation 
of the park is deteriorated by these works, whether is the works or the 
park the most desirable institution to the people of the neighbourhood ? 
The park undeniably affords pleasure to a number of honest, well-meaning 
people, as well'as recreation to many idle roughs and others, who would 
be both happier and healthier following some occupation, and I don’t sup- 
pose the sufferings of the former would be dangerously increased by 
moderately diminishing the density of the vegetation. At all events, the 
diminution of the works being an alternative, the suffering of those who 
depend upon the works for a living would be greater than the suffering of 
those who depend upon the park for pleasure. I entertain an opinion 
with those who say that the Rivers Pollution Bill, in these fast-living 
days, is a misnomer, for the same reason that I believe it would be 
stultification to increase the means of Recreation at the expense of the 
means of Industry. As the provision of the greatest amount of pleasure 
for the greatest number of people is an approved maxim, so the cultivation 
of trout and the enjoyment of a dozen fishermen must make way for the 
happiness and enjoyment which dye-works, iron-works, bleach-works, and 
other manufactories dispense amongst countless millions. 

“ Nevertheless it is a duty of manufacturers to make their works as 
agreeable as possible. Smoke is a nuisance, and therefore offensive. It 
is olso injurious to health, therefore it is a paramount duty, incumbent 
upon every smoke-maker to adopt every available appliance in order to 
reduce his nuisance to a minimum. Yet, if it be totally impossible to 
abate the nuisance arising from smoke, bad as it is, food is better with 
smoke than hunger without it. Upon these grounds, therefore, and for 
the reason that Bradford cannot afford to lose the iron works, the people 
of this district are opposed to the action of the Corporation, for it may 
result in the removal and ultimate closing of the works.” 

We not only cordially agree with the writer of the above, but should 
likewise ask the Corporation of Manchester what they did with their 
alarmist view of the probable injury to Philips Park when they conceived 
the idea of removing their own extensive gas works into its immediate 
vicinity ?

They have only been Council-ly- 
hated by the Tories too much already. 


OUR GOOD OLD LAWS.

oR CURIOUS legal farce was enacted at the Westminster Police-court 
/% on Saturday, the 17th instant. On a man being brought up for 

embezzling about £4, the property of his late masters, who were 
brewers in Buckingham Palace Road, the detective said that he had 
arrested him at Bourne without any warrant, and that he had been 
brought to London without first having been charged before a Lincolnshire 
magistrate. Thereupon Mr. D’Eyncourt decided that the arrest was 
illegal, and discharged the prisoner, who left the dock. At the door of 
the court, however, he was re-arrested, still without a warrant, brought 
back, and committed for trial by the same magistrate. The only remark 
made by the accused on his second capture was that it was ‘rather 
hard,” as it no doubt seemed, after the elaborate argument of the magis- 
trate to show that the prisoner must be discharged. After this, shall we 
still sing— 

** Our glorious institutions and our good old English laws 

Have won from e’en our bitterest foes their wonder and applause,” 


Their wonder we are not surprised at, but the less said about their 
applause the better. 





BUMBLEDOM AGAIN. 


J? T actually appears that, after all, Manchester has not got a monopoly 
of Administrative Poor Law wisdom. At Manchester, we cannot do 
anything worse than refuse a man relief until he ignorantly starves 

himself to death, but at Camberwell this performance has been far out- 

stripped. The following, from a letter to one of the London daily papers, 
will show :— 

“Poor Law ADMINISTRATION AT CAMBERWELL,—An old man, quite im- 
becile, very feeble, and long past work, who had long been dependent upon 
his wife—an industrious woman, who managed to support him and herself 
by washing and charing—was arrested and lodged in gaol for neglecting to 
pay the cost of maintaining his son, a youth of sixteen, in an industrial 
school. Upon the officers going to arrest him they found him very weak, 
and quite unable to understand the purport of their visit. The greater 
part of the fourteen days’ imprisonment, to which he was sentenced, was 
speut in the prison infirmary, and upon his discharge he was met by his 
wife and daughter, who had to carry him part of the way home. Seven 
days later he died, wondering to the last what it all meant.” 


Wyndham Road, Camberwell, was given as the scene of this domestic 
tragedy. We may now add the more definite address of 6, Mayhew 
Buildings, Wyndham Road, where Mrs. Dimond and her daughter were 
last evening in such grief that they could only say that all that was printed 
was true. They felt certain the poor old man’s death had been hastened 
by his imprisonment, and to their sorrow for his loss was added the anxiety 
of procuring mourning to attend the funeral, for they had no money what- 
ever in the house. Their poverty is thus sorely punished by laws designed 
to provide for the poor. The Continental Roman Catholic Church, and 
the American Evangelists, are the only foreign missionaries that have 
lately come amongst us to teach us Christianity, but if the Russians, or 
perhaps Zulus, see how the Poor Law officers conduct their business, we 
shall have apostles from them, surely, to teach us humanity as they under- 
stand it. Perhaps theirs is a little rougher but more humane than ours, 
because of its happy despatch. But then, this is Christian England, the 


land of bibles and beer barrels, “ and still we are not happy.”

THE TRUTHFUL “BOBBY.” 


Gx the good old times, when that celebrated “ party,” the late Sir 
A) Robert Peel, was alive, the police force were called a civil force, and 

properly so, forthey were themselves civil to, as well as the protec. 
tors of, civilians. But then they were a young force, and had not acquired 
any traditions of the force; now, all that is altered, indeed re-formed, 
but certainly not improved. Then, a policeman might be expected to 
speak the truth as well as a man could who only got 18s. a week to keep 
himself and family, but now, all that is altered. They are models of civic 
virtue, and the magistrates believe their single testimony against the 
united voice of three or four shopkeepers, or, indeed, for the matter of 
that, ngainst the united testimony of two or three clergymen. Consider 
then how badly the magistrates have used a truthful policeman at Stoke. 
In the exercise of his duty and discretion, this truthful bobby arrested a 
man with a military gait, on the suspicion of being a deserter. The 
accused had been a member of a local volunteer force. He was hand- 
cuffed and taken to the police station, when, the mistake being discovered, 
he was charged with drunkenness. The defendant denied the charge, and 
called several respectable witnesses, who testified to his perfect sobriety 
when he was apprehended by the policeman, and that there was no found- 
ation whatever for the charge against him. After a lengthened hearing 
the magistrates dismissed the case, the chairman stating that the police 
officer had greatly exceeded his duty in acting as he had. The police 
force are to be condoled with on this failure of justice. If the volunteer 
had a military smartness about him, aud not a hulking, shambling gait, 
such as the police have, he deserved arresting and handcuffing as a dan- 
gerous character. And then for the magistrates not to believe the truthful 
police, about the man being drunk when the officer knew he was drunk, 
because the volunteer wassosmart! The magistrates of Stoke are plainly 
helping the people to be smart, and checking the police for being an un- 
civil force. What next? After the police, the beadles and military 
parsons.
